However severe may be the "drouth" scheduled to begin 


Duly 1, the dry spell which was beginning to be troublesome 
in maiiy parts of'New England was efl'cclually broken the 
latter part of last week by'copious and most welcome rains 
which thoroughly soaked Ihe ground and gave fresh impetus 
to the growth" of Vegetation in'gardens, fields and pastures, 
the lack of rain,had not been long enough continued jo be 
seriously damaging, but flic crops in 'most places were calling 
for waler and. untold good was done by the timely rains. 


The month of June has averaged dry through this parl of 


llie/country, but the ground was so well stored with water in 
May'that'crops liavc suffered; but little. 
It is seldom that 


New England fields and gardens look-beller at this time of the 
year than they do now, and with favorable wealher for the 
'next three mo'nlhs bountiful harvests will be assured. 


All thihgs considered, New England is a very good part of 


the country in which to live. The winters are long and hard, 
but the people know how to guard against their rigors, and, 
fqf the most' pad, are able (o do so. 
In compensation the 


summers are nothing short of ideal. There arc days, and even 
nights, thai arc uncomfortably warm, bill most of the. time 
frohi the first of April to the first of December New England 
caii match the world as^a place in which 'to live in peace, com- 
fo'rt and health. 


This is in striking contrast to some other parts of the coun- 


try, all of which have advantages of their own. 
In the West 


there are larger and more fertile fields, and the fanners there 
are inclined to laugh at New England agriculture, which 
seems to them petty and inconsequential. 
Nevertheless Ihe 


eastern farmer has his own advantages, a very important one 
of which is proximily to the best markets in the world. He is 
not exposed lo such storms as sweeep sections of Ihe West 
every season, carrying dealh and destruction in their wake, 
and his fields, if not so broad and level, respond generously to 
proper cultivation -sue! well reward him for the labor he 
bestows upon them. 


And New England farmers and their families have much lo 


live for besides the mere raising of crops and the making of 
money. It has been written that "Life is more than meat," 
and nowhere in the world should this indisputable fact be 
more fully realized, Those who live in this parl of the coun- 
try have constantly before their eyes scenes of indescribable 
beauty. The climate,''with all ils vagaries, is salubrious, and 
the water is such as to alone—so far as atonement is possible 
—for Ihe condition which by legislation is being imposed upon 
the just and the unjust. 


These are simple facts which are -worth bearing in mind. 


It Is natural for many to feel that there are belter conditions 
somewhere else, greater opportunities, larger promise of suc- 
cess; but when all is summed up it will be found thai New 
Engenders have no occasion lo envy Ihe dwellers in any other 
part of the country or the world.
